Its Intimate Relations With 
Reno. 


Fine Prospects for the Future Develop-

with is on Feather river and also on 
the line between valley and moun- 
tain, between sagebrush and pine. 
It is a pleasant little village on a sun- 
ny south slope. It is near Jim Beck- 
with’s old station and fort, where he 
fought Indians and hunted and trapped 
many years ago. The old log station 
still stands, and is at present occupied 
as a farm house by Mr. Kirby, but 
„Old Jim“ has been dead some years. 
From here the road strikes right into 


the mountains and goes 


On and up, where Nature's heart 
Beats strong amid the hills.” 


The mountain ranche of G. W. 
Mapes lies on the right for a mile or 
so above Beckwith. It is a fine hay 
producer. A heavily wooded divide 
is crossed te reach Clover valley, 
which is 10 miles long, but very nar- 
row. J. S. Crow has a fine ranche 
and dairy, shipping much excellent 
butter into Reno. He owns the widest 
part of the valley. In summer he is 
much troubled by campers who are 
fond of fresh butter, chickens, etc. 
He says Comstock, Knust, White and 
their parties had to be watched all the 
time. The little stream is full of de- 
licious fish, Grouse and quail are 
plénty in the meadows and deer and 
bear in the hills. Ben Crow has a 
hay ranch above his brother’s. He 
built an immense barn last summer 
in which to store his crop. I. Hall, 
G. W. Thielkill, Ira Mapes and R. 
Bagley are the four other ranchcrs in 
the valley. About 1,000 tons of hay 
are raised when the grasshoppers do 
not interfere. These pests have helped 
to harvest the hay for four years, and 
more eggs were laid last summer. The 
ranchers say they will be eaten up 
next summer unless there is a big 
shower of boiling water to kill the 
eggs. There are no mines in the 
neighborhood. No grain is raised on 
account of the frosts, which fall every 
month of the year. Five miles from 
Crow’s, R. Bagley has a very nice ho- 
tel. He was the first settler in the 
valley and has lived here eighteen 
years. His nearest neighbor on one 
side is five miles and the other fifteen. 


THE BIG RED HOTEL 


with its white facings seems to occupy 
the whole road until very near at. It 
is & very picturesque feature of the 
landscape—one not soon forgotten by 
the visitor. The road to the next 
station in Genesee Valley, fifteen 


— away, is full of interest. ave 


country is volcanic and contains a 
great deal of iron, Black columns 
and pillars line the road. They are 
often of the most grotesque shape, 
and a lively imagination could find 
plenty of occupation on a moonlight 
night. The road climbs up a good 
many hundred feet to cross a precipi- 
tous point, and is in many places 
hanging on the walls of the canyon 
in a way to make a timid rider’s flesh 
creep. The grade was built by Judge 
T. E. Haydon, now of Reno, who put 
in quite a little fortune that he never 
got back. R. S. Flournoy keeps a 
ranch at the upper end of Genesee 
Valley, and E. D. Hosselkers one at 
the lower. The valley is five miles 
long and is the Chamouni of the 
Sierras. The vast mountain wall 
closes it in on every side so far as one 
can see, and the beautiful little valley 
with its meadows and orchards seems 
to be completely shut in from the 
busy world. Mr. Flournoy has a very 
handsome brick house large enough 
to accommodate a big hotel trade. 
His orchard is superb. It is fourteen 
years old and hasa choice variety of 
fruit which reaches a high state of 
excellence. Mr. Hosselkers has a vil- 
lage of his own at the other end of 
the valley. His barns and storehouses 
line the road, forming quite a street. 

The line of travel next strikes In- 
dian Valley, which will be reserved 
for a future day.
